Hanly of Indiana Charges Sher- 
rick With Embezzlement of 
State Punds. 


EXECUTIVE STATES CASE 


Says Removed State Official 
Used Public Funds for 


Private Purposes. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. Sept. 15. — 
David .E. Shefrick, ex-Auditor of State, 
was slated at the police station this 
morning, charged with embezzlement of 
the State funds. He was arrested on 
the insistent demand of Gov. Hanley. 
eH waived examination and was to be 
bound over to the grand jury under 
heavy bond. 

Because of the large number of cases 
before him, Judge Whailon postponed 
the hearing as to the amount of Sher- 
rick’s bond until 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. In the meantime Sherrick is un- 
der the guard of a detective. 

Sherrick looked very broken at the 
police station and still refused to an- 
swer questions concerning the case, re- 
ferring all inquirers to his attorney, 
Addison C. Harris. 

Mr. Harris was with him at the sta- 
tion. It was after 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing when Detectives Lancaster and 
Lowe called at the Sherrick home in 
West Pratt street. The officers found 
Sherrick in a nervous condition, border- 
ing on collapse. Dr. C. E. Cotting- 
ham was called to the apartments, and 
advised the detectives to allow Mr. Sher 
rick to stay in his room iuntil_ this 
morning. 

Some time after midnight 
Auditor Cyrus J. Clark and another 
man called and talked with Mr. Sher- 
rick for some time. Earlier in the night 
there was a constant stream of callers 
from among the friends of Mr. Sher- 
rick. From conversations that took 
place within the hearing of the de- 
tectives it could be seen that Sherrick 
was bitter toward the Governor for his 
action. 

Gov. Hanly states that he had 
been investigating the affairs ef the of- 
ficé since the last of Augmst, having 
been informed at that time that Sher- 
rick had not madesthe July settlement 
for the State's funds which had axeuy- 
mulated since Jan. 1 to July 1, 196. A 
settlement was made on demand. 

This was about $235,000. In addition 
to this amount, the auditor in his state- 
ment to the Governor admitted that he 
was at that time chargeable with State 
paid in since tne July settle- 
ment amounting to $145,197.80, for which 
he filed a schedule enumerating the as- 
sets he had to meet ‘this amount which 
he owed State. These-items in- 
cluded Stocks and _ securities 
amounting to $152,883.33, of which, ae- 
cording to the Governor's letter, only 
$37,355.01 could be realized on. 

Sherrick sent his resignation to the 
Governor Thursday evening after the 
removal order had been made. Warren 
Bigler of Wabash was named as his 
successor.

| Alleges North American In- 


vestment Oo. Defrauded 
Her of That Amount.

Mrs. Blizabeth Endicott of 1133 South 
Newstead avenue filed suit Friday in the 
Circuit Court against the North Amert- 
can Investment Co., asking for an ae- 
counting and the return, with interest, 
of about $809, which she claims to have 
invested with the defendant company. 

Plaintif® alleges that the money in- 
vested was a portion of $1800 which she 
received from the Evens & Howard Fire 
Brick Co. on account of the killing of 
her husband, William Endicott, at the 
brick plant on Jan. 24, 4903. 

On April 10, 1968, she states, she pur- 
chased 20 bonds, fer which she paid 
about 00, but learned on Nov. 1, 1908, 
she says, that the bonds did not stand 
in her name on the company's books. 
She then paid the company a fee af 
$10 to have the bonds transferred to her 
name. After that, she alleges, she paid 
$10 a week for 10 weeks on account of 
the bonds, bringing the total up to about 
$800, 

Defendants represented to her, she 
States, that arrangements .would be 
made whereby she could borrow sums 
to pay the premiums on her bonds un- 
til their maturity, this enabling her te 
obtain $260 from the company. on each 
hond, the suras borrowed to be retained 
by the COINnDSaNnY as premiums en the 
bonds. She says that the defendant 
company Knew she was unable to pay 
the prewiums and ‘hat they would, 
th. refore, eventually wipe out her inter- 
est in the bonds by charging her $4 a 
month premlums and deducting the 
amount trom the sums paid by her be- 
fore maturity of the bonds. ‘She has 
becn paying premiums nearly two years, 
she says, and has received nothing in 
return. 

She charges that defendant com- 
pany’s chief source Of returns is from 
those who become bond owners and 
who suffer from financial disability 
while dealing with the company. She 
charges also that the business scheme 
is fraudulent and that the defendant 
company issued the bonds with intent 

deceive and defraud. 

Mrs. Endicott also alleges that the 
cunutions printed on’ the backs of the 
bonds are misleading and intended to 
relieve the campany of all liability and 


that there is no indication of the or- 
der in which the bonds will be re- 
deemed or if there will be a sufficient 
redemption fund.

“All this talk ‘about the impractica- 
hility of a sea-level canal at the isthmus 
because the Culebra cut can’t be exca- 
vated to a sufficient depth is absurd. 
A canal without locks is altogether 
practicable. If they give us the money 
we can build it,’’ said Theodore Perry 
Shonts, chairman of the Panama Canal 
Commission, in discussing the recent 
dispatch from Washington to the effect 
that the sea-level idea had been given 
up. 

Mr. Shonts, who arrived in 8t. Louis 
at 6:40 p. m. Thursday, has been con- 
ducting a tour of inspection of the To- 
ledo, St. Louis & Western Railroad, of 
which he is president. He was met 
at the Union Station by Corwin H. 
Spencer, who took him to the Log Cab- 
in Club in his auto for dinner. 

Mr. Shonts left at 11:50 p. m. for Chi- 
cago, accompanied by Mr. Spencer. 
Mr. Shonts has been back from 
isthmus a little over three weeks. He 
in excellent physical condition in 
#pite of the trying climate of Panama. 
eAn accident which occurred in Delphos, 
O., Thursday, when in walking about 
the yards of the company he stepped 
on a sharp piece of glass, has put him 

temporarily on crutches. 

Mr. Shonts is of the type of men 
whom President Roosevelt -has been 
most anxious to surround himself in 
his administration, quick, energetic, 
full of go and swing, and with an in- 
exhaustible fund of good humor.

Ramsey is claiming the credit 
for everything. His conduct is 
inexplicable. 

“Mr. Gould made him. Ram- 
sey was manager of a little ter- 
minal road at St. Louis. Mr. 
Gould brought him on. He was 
vice-president, then president. 
He is president now. .No one 
ever questioned that. 

‘In his absence, when it was 
necessary to have the signature 
of the president to .certain pa- 
pers, a special meeting of the 
board was held, and Mr. Gould 
was designated acting president. 
But Mr. Ramsey was and is still 
president of the company. 

‘‘Is Ramsey acting in behalf 
of the Pennsylvania or New 
York Central interests? He 
would lke to have that impres- 
sion go out, but I guess he is 
acting for Ramsey, and in my 
personal judgment he can do 
nothing. He certainly will not 
get my help.”’ 

St. Louis Capital Interested. 

Directors of the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. are among those allied with Mr. 
Ramsey in his control of the Little Kan- 
awha R. R. and in his interest in the 
Western Maryland and the Central of 
West Virginia, the chief of the tide- 
water lines which the retiring presi- 
dent of the Wabash has endeavored to 
ally with that system. 

The. key to the fight which Mr. Ram- 
sey has publicly started by his printed 
appeal to stock and debenture bond- 
holders for their proxies, for use at 
the annual election of president and 
directors, Oct. 10, is believed by St. 
Louisans familiar with the situation to 
lie in these properties, now controlled 
by Mr. Ramsey and nf&. friends. 

The value of these lines to the Wa- 
bash has been apparent ever since the 
fight began by which that line gained 
entrance into Pittsburg. That Mr. 
Pamsey is now in a’position to sell his 
holdings at great profit, if he is unable 
through them to get control of the 
Wabash, is the opinion of well-posted 
St Louis railrcad men. 

Surprise at Fight. 

In the absence of Thomas H. West, 
President of the St. Louis Union Trout 
Co., officials of the company declined 
today to discuss the Wabash situation 
beyond admitting their interest in the 
Ramsey holdings in the Little Kanawha 
and other roads. 

That any one should dare to contest 


the Gould control of the Wabash excit- 
ed surprise in St. Louis financial cir- 


cles today. That Mr. Ramsey, whidse

comparatively small, should make such 
a move after having virtually rctired 
from the presidency of the company, 
was even more surprising.

Another resuit, it ts reported from 
New York, will be that‘the Wabash will 
be allied with the Pennsylvania or New 
York Central and the Goulds will lose 
their proposed transcontinental line, 
which they expected to have by extend- 
ing the Wabash through to the Atlantic 
seaboard. . 

The fight staried by Mr.. Ramsey is 
one of the most “ddring évér‘k@éwn in 
railroad conflicts. It is in the same 
class with the wresting. of Louisviile & 
Nazhvlile fromm Belmont a few years 
ago by John W. Gates. There is a vast 
difference in the pubiicity of the two 
deals, however. Gates hid under cover, 
while Ramsey comes out in the open, 
buckling his armor in full. view of the 


Gou.ds. 

If Mr. Ramsey is able to regain con- 
trol of the Wabash he will have charge 
of one of the big roads of the coun- 
try, with a total mileage of 217 miles, 
extending from Buffalo to Omaha, and 
valued at ,000,000. 

Immediately after tendering his resig- 
nation early in the summer Mr. m- 
sey sailed for. Europe, where he has 
been planning the fight on the Gouias. 
While abroad, however, he said nothing 
and gave no intimation of any action 
on his vart. He returned from Euro 
in time to'‘attend the meeting of the 
directors in New York last. week, but 
even then.gavé no inkling that he was 
planning a fight. 


Makes Public Appeal. 

Then came his circular, in which he 
made hig public appeal. In this circu- 
lar, which is addressed to all bondhold- 
ers and stockholders of the Wabash, he 
declares he is compelled to act publiciy, 
as he has_been denied access to the books 
and cannot thus obtain the names. He 
promises if he obtains a controling 
amount of: proxies to use them in the 
election of a board of directors who will 
administer the property honestly and 
wisely and enable holders of its stock 
and debentures to obtain some return 
re see their investment. He signs the 
circular as president. 

The Missouri Pacific owns $8,500,000 
of Wabasn preferred stock and $.,4.v, 0J 
debentures. All of this, it is practically 
certain, wil! be voted against Ramsey. 
A year ago, however, the Gould in- 
terests were so far short of owning ab- 
solute control that it is. reported they 
borrowed from Stock Exchange houses 
to supplement their own holdings for 
voting purposes. From this, it is be- 
lie Mr. Ramsey is satisfied that the 
voting power is not in the Goulds’ con- 
trol, and that he may be ablye to get a 
portion at least of the Missouri Pacific 
holdings to vote with him. 

In the election of directors of the Wa- 
bash the bondholders vote for six di- 
rectors, and the stockholders elect six. 
The thirteenth director is the choice of 
both for President. George Gould was 
elected acting President at the time Mr. 
Ramsey tendered his resignation, for 
which the Goulds asked. ' 

Mr. Ramsev is conducting the fight 
from the Holland House in New York. 
Mr. Gould is either in the. Catskills, at 
his Lakewood house or in New York. 
At each of these piaces he is said to be 
at one of the others. It is considered en- 
tirely probable that he is preparing for 
the fight. 

E. T. Clapp, secretary to President 
; merggitads said to the Post-Dispatch to- 

ay: 

“Mr. Ramsey has not tendered his res- 
ignation as president of the Wabash. He 
is president until Oct. 10, when the di- 
rectors .are chesen and elect a presi- 
dent, and he has done nothing toward 
relinquishing that position.’ 


RAMSEY’S ACT CLIMAX 
OF RAPID ADVANCEMENT 


Joseph Ramsey's appeal to Wabash 
wtock and bondholders for their prox- 
les came today as a climax to his rapid 
rise from a minor engineering position 
to the presidency of the Wabash Rail- 
road system, which he attained four 
years ago, and from which he has been 
expected to retire this fall. 

Mr. Ramsey, who is % years old, en- 
tered the engineering department of 
the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago & 
St. Louls Railroad in 1869. Ten. years 
later he became chief engineer of the 
Pittsburg, Newcastle & Lake Erie. 
Passing to the same position on the 
Cincinnati. Hamilton & Dayton, he 
goon entered the service of the Big 
Four as assistant to the President and 
as general manager. 

* In 1892 Mr. Ramsey came to St. Louis 
as general manager of the Terminal 
Railroad Association. Three years later 
he was made general manager of the

President, succeeding O. D. Ashley. 

In his letter to the stock and bond- 
holdefts, whom he addresses as the 
“owners’’ of the Wabash, Mr. Ram- 
sey says that the extensions of the 
line to Omaha and Des Moines on the 
west and to Buffalo and Pittsburg on 
the east, made in the past 10 years, 
were ‘‘made by or carried out at my 
suggestion and initiative.”’ 

Cause of Friction. 

Friction between Mr. Ramsey and 
George J. Gould developed soon after 
the elevation of the former to the presi- 
dency. The policy to be followed re- 
garding the Pittsburg extension and 


east of Pittsburg was the chief point 
of divergence, and when Mr. Ramsey 
resigned the presidency, his heavy fn- 
terest in the tidewater lines caused the 
belief that he would not find it easy to 
sever his relation with the Wabash. His 
appeal to the stockholders shows the 
solution of the problem which he hopes 
to reach. 

It is the act of a bold man, say those 
familiar. with railroad matters and ‘with 
the Gould’s undisputed control of the 
Wabash, and Mr. Ramsey is known to 
railroad men as a bold man.

-sets it was the opinion of witnesses 
‘that the nsurance company must play 
Recond fiddle to the banks in all big 
deals. 

President George W. Baker of the 
.First National Bank and ‘lreasurer 
«Cromwell of the Mutual Life united in 
‘saying that the insurance interests could 
hot probably obtain securities in the 
“open market without syndicate partici- 
pations and that under present condi- 
tions it is out of the question for them 
to attempt to deal directly with. rail- 
‘road and other corporations bringing 
out securities fit for insurance invest- 
‘ments. 

" Both men were of the opinion that 
ethe bankers are in control of the situ- 
ation not only as regards the large in- 
vestment interests like the insurance 
companies, but also so far as the rail- 
*foads are concerned, their argument be 
ing that present day security issues are 
(of such size that flotation through bank- 
‘ers is an essential of success. 
' Mr. Cromwell was specially interest-

Cromwell, as well as other witnesses, 
among them Louis M. Jarvie of Ar- 
buckle Bros., a Mutual trustee, declared 
that their actions in both of the com- 
panies are by no means affected by their 
private interests in underwritings.

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FEAR RACE RIOTERS 


WILL ASSAULT JAIL 


Places of Seven Men Arrested 
Are Taken by Their 
Angry Friends.

NEW MADRID. Mo., Sept. 1.— 
Further trouble is expected at the Hen- 
derson Mounds lumber camp of the 
Owen-Delaney company, the arrest of 
seven alleged rioters straining the situ- 
ation worse than ever. 

The force opposed to the negro work- 
men in the yards of the lumber com- 
pany was re-enforced last night by 
friends of the men under arrest.

Clarence Delaney of the lumber com- 


pany has returned from Cairo, IIL, 
where he purchased every rifle and all 
the ammunition he could find. 

Sheriff Henry, accompanied by Depu- 
ties Shankle, Griffith and Smith went 
to Henderson Mounds last night and 
arrested seven of the alleged rioters, 
who were brought to this city, where 
they pleaded not guilty to the charge 
before Squire Ransburgh. They were 
committed to Jalil in default of $500 
bonds. They will be given preliminary 


hearings Sept. 16. 

The arrests caused much ill feeling 
and there is fear that a gang of friends 
of the prisoners will assault the County 
Jail. A repetition of the small battle 
at the lumber camp Wednesday night, 
in which more than 70 shots were fired, 
is believed to be imminent. 

Lynching Is Recalled, 

This is the first race trouble that hag 
occurred in this county since February, 
1902, when a negro minstrel came here 
and got into a dispute with some white 
boys about throwing snowbalis: That 
night, after the show, some of the boys 
were near the stage, and the negroes, 
expecting an attack, opened fire into 
the audience, causing a panic. No one 
was seriously hurt. 

A mob immediately surrounded the pri- 
yate car of the minstrels, but they were 
rescued by the City Marshal and taken 
to Jail.

Wells Building Climber, Who 
Thrilled Downtown Crowd, 
Holds World’s Record. 


Little Izzy Izzenhelmer 

Longed to he a steeple climber. 

Be climbed upon 8t. Peter’s steeple, 
Then he fell off and killed some peoyple. 
Broke the ‘‘e-r’ of his name,— 

Wasn't that a measiey shame? 

Papa came by just in time 


To pick up Izay Izzenheim. 


And that wasn’t the saddest part of 
it. If he hadn’t fallen, he might have 
made $7 in ten minutes, the record for 
getting rich quick, which a 8t. Louis 
steeple Jack, Joseph Hassett, holds 
against the world. 

Hassett, who lives at 4088 Lucky 
street, is probably the best known 
steeple and stack climber in the Middle 
West. There ts hardly a church between 
Chicago and New Orleans that he has 
not worked upon and thousands of 
smokestacks owe their life to protecting 
coats of paint which he has laid on. 

Passersby On Olive street, near the 
Wells building, Wednesday craned their 
necks and gave the front of the building 
a wide berth. Poised out over the street, 
fifty feet above the five-story building, 
was Hassett seated in a narrow-boarded 
swing attached to a block and tackle, 
slapping paint against the sides of the 
stack with a ten-foot brush. 

When on the south side of the stack, 
those who passed below could see: him 
over the combing of the roof, and, fear- 
ful of paint, they shied, though no drop 
fell. Hassett was too careful for that. 

Most of those who watched him 
swing on his ‘“bo’sum’s chair,” as 
sailors call the swinglike seat, won- 
dered how Hassett got the rope carry- 
ing his block and tackle to the top of 
the stack. 

“I have been in the business 17 years, 
gilding crosses and painting flagpoles 
and steeples,”” said Hassett after finish- 
ing his work and descending. ‘This 
kind of work is easy and pays better 
than ground or scaffold painting. 

“I never get dizzy and-have had but 
one accident. I waa pulled from the 
top of a 45-foot stack at the American 
Car and Foundry Co.’s plant. That fall 
unjointed my bacbone, but I got $500 
for the fall. 

‘The quickest money I ever earned 
was in pulling down a cracked smoke- 
stack. It stood near an alley, and the 
lowest bid for getting it down with a 
derrick was $100. I offered to do the 
work for $7, got the contract, went to 
the roof and in ten minutes the stack 
lay in the alley. 

“I just pulled on a rope attached to 
the top of the stack, broke it off at the 
cracked place, came down from the roof 
and collected my Dill. 

“Gilding a church cross is easy work. 
First I put on a coat of sizing; time, 
two hours. Then I apply the goldleaf, 
which I carry in a roll 67 feet long and 
two inches wide. To cover a cross like 
St. Leo’s, five feet across the arms, 
eight feet high and made of 10-inch 
stuff, takes three hours and about three 
rolls of gold leaf. I get $150 for five 


4 hours’ work, about 8 cents.a minute. 


“I have just come back from paint- 
ing the flagpole of the Soldiers’ Home 
in Lawrence, Kan., 180 feet tall and 
made of a smooth stick of timber. 
Other steeplejacks wanted to climb it 
with spurs, but as the spur holes cause 
the pole to rot quickly I got the job. 
I use a stirrup, just like a saddle stir- 
rup, and my ‘bosun’s-chair.’ Stand on 
the stirrup and hitch the chair up, then 
hitch the stirrup two feet higher and 
so on. It's easy when you know how. 
“How do I get the block and tackle 
down from this stack? Just watch it 
now. This single rope passes over the 
permanent hook at the top of the stack 
and through a loop on the top of the 
pulley block. When I pull on the rope 
it lifts the block up and the block hook 
slips off the hook on the stack. Then 
the tackle is held by this single strand, 
which I can pull down at will. 

“To put the hook of the block over 
the stack hook,” Hassett said, suiting 
the action to the word, ‘I take a twist 
with this rope around the point of the 
hook. When the block hook is along- 
side the stack hook simply jerk the 
rope and the block hook falls into place. 
“How do I get up a church steeple? 
Sorry, but I have a way that Is so easy 
and quick that I've made it a trade 
secret. Now you can go in the ‘steeple- 
jack’ business and: paint stacks, for 
there is no union to ask for your card. 
I tried to form one once, but there is 
too little competition to make !t neces- 
sary. 

“T earn about $100 a week on an aver- 
age and business‘is getting better all 
the time. Now I must quit work and 
go to.the ball game. I usually quit 
about 3 o'clock and go to work as late 
/as I like,”

Henry Fulmer, for the first time in 
those six years, opened the shutters in 
Js home and invited friends to come 
inside and congratulate Chester.

He wags wunconscious, 
but became partially conscieus by the 
time he reacned City Hospital and gave 
his name in a dazed masner, seemin 
not to remember his address, whic 
none of hig fellow workmen could giv 
One arm was broken, his head w 
badly lacerated and it is thought that 
he received serious internal injuries, 
He relapsed into unconsciousness al- 
most immediately after arriving at the 

hospital. 

Kyle says that — had a narrow 
escape Thursday from falling in pre- 
cisely the same manner, having stum- 
bled .over his barrow while wheeling 
cement along the same wall-top.

First Tried Vainly to Return 
Instrumeiit He Stole to 
Qwner. 


Matt Fryback, whois locked up at 
the Four Courts, will never again look 
with envy on the property of a dead 
man. He stole the things which had be- 
longed to a man who had committed 
suicide and the accusing voices which 
came from a mandolin on which he tried 
to play made his life unoearable. 

For the past two weeks Fryback has 
been cashier and manager of the restau- 
rant of A. B. Morris at 410 Market street 
and has been lodging at the Grace Ho- 
tel, upstairs. 

John Gabelmann, proprietor of the ho- 
tel, had the meager possessions of Peter 
Kidan, a musician who committed sui- 
cide at Tower Grove Park two months 
agc while he was a guest at the hotel. 
Gabelmann has been holding them for 
a claimant to appear. 

There was little of value except a fine 
clarinet, a toilet set and a pair of opera 
glasses. : 

Gabelmann missed the articles. Fry- 
back admits that he stole them. ue 
could not rlay the clarinet and has no 
taste for clarinet music, but he was 
anxious to own and play a mandolin. 
He went tc a dealer and exchanged the 
clarinet for a mandolin. 

Tones Suggested Death. 

The first time he took it up and began 
to practice the tones which came from 
the strings instantly brought before his 
mental vision the suicide in Tower 
Grove Park. In his fancy he saw the 
man kill himself in‘the solitude of the 
park. He laid the instrument down. 

Every time he took it up after that 
the effect was the same. The first notes 
that came from the instrument brought 
the suicide before him and he could not 
continue to practice. 

He thought to obtain surcease by 
saving his money and buying the cla- 
rionet back and replacing it, but 
that was too slow, so he says he went 
Wednesday to the dealer with whom 
he had traded the clarionet for the 
mandolin, to ask him to trade back. 
The dealer was not in. 

He intended to go back Thursday 
night, but before he had a chance to 
do so Detectives Killian and Cabanne, 
who had made an investigation at the 
suggestion of Gabelmann, arrested 
him and took him to the Four Courts, 
where they say he admitted his guilt. 

Warrants charging larceny and em- 
bezzlement will be applied for against 
him during the day. The embezzle- 
ment charge rests on the disappear- 
ance of $25 fron: the restaurant. Fry- 
back says he did not steal this, but 
was directed to deposit it with a trust 
company by Morris. 

Fryback is 19 years old. He came 
to St. Louls from St. Joseph a few 
weeks ago.

Thus spoke Charles Lorenz when he 
introduced himself to Assistant Chief 
of Detectives Keeley and surrendered 
himself to be taken back to Mansfield, 
O., and finish his term in the State Re- 
‘ormatory for his crime of horse Meal- 
ing four years ago. 


Stole to “Get Even.” 

“T was studying medicine,” said 
Lorenz, in the holdover, ‘and I would 
now have. been a full-fledged doctor had 
I not given way under a sudden an- 
ger. My parents live in Fulton, O., and 
when I was a small bey I left home 
and had a position as offiee boy in a 
big manufacturing establishment in 
Cleveland, 

“I worked up to the joh of shipping 
clerk. and had saved about 3400, when 
I concluded I would study medicine. A 
friend recommended me to go to Dr. 
Cc. L. Ireland of 940 North High street, 
in Columbus. I did so, and I bought 
my books and was doing nicely, when 
one day Dr. Ireland’s mother angered 
me. 

‘T told her T would get even with her. 
That same day, Nov. 21. 1901, I took 
Dr. Ireland’s horse and buggy and 
drove away with it. I had no notion of 
stealing it then. I met a friend, who 
got in the buggy with me. Then we 
planned to steal the outfit and go Wesi. 

“While in Columbus I sold itt for 
$225. In another hour I was arrested. 
I pleaded guilty and was given an 
indeterminate sentence in the reform 
school. I was in there for two years 
and a half and learned the tailor’s 
trade. 

“I was paroled, and the first day I 
was out I got away. I visited Cleve- 
lend, Chicago and other cities and fin- 
ally drifted to Iowa. Here I was 
taken sick. I told a doctor my story 
and he wrote back to Ohio, found out 
that I bad told the truth and I was 
sent back. 

“T stayed 16 months and was again 
paroled. That was four weeks ago. 
T left Mansfield that night and got 
over to Bigsbee, Til. Here I rot a 
geod job but the more I thought of 
what I had done the meaner I felt. 

“The last thing I promised James 
Leonard. the superintendent of the 
reformatory. was that I would do 
right. I violated the parole 
night. 
T or stand it and I came to S8t. 
Louis and went to the Chief of Detec- 
tives and gave myself up to satisfy 
my conscience. I will go back 
and stuyv as long as the law requires, 
and when I get out next time I will 
finish my medical studies and muke a 
man of myself? I am only 23 years 
old now. and I know that society wil] 
not frown on me alwavs for the error 
I committed when I was 80 young and 
when I was goaded on by anger to hbe- 


come a thief.

“We must feel that in many ways 
our treatment of the Chinese has been 
most unworthy, ard self-interest, as 
well as religion, b! s us change our 
methods. It {fs oniy right that we 
should put them in every way on the 
game basis as other nations. 

‘The church rows slowly in this 
country because so many Christians are 
indifferent to forelgn missionary work. 
Our inadequate support of this work 
reacts and hinders our own growth. 

“What does the world think of the 
Christianity of a man who gives $1 for 
foreign missions and $2 for a necktie 
and 33 for a choice seat at an enter- 
tainment? We shall never ave the 
great religious awakening for which so 
many are praying and longing until we 
get out of our selfishness and put in 
our money until it means something of 
sacrifice.” 2

Executive Committee of Union 
Canvasses Situation—75 
Houses Sign Scale. 


The Executive Committee of Typo- 
grapical Union No. 8 had a meeting 
Friday forenoon at which the situation 
in the controversy between the job 
printers and employers over the eight- 
hour day was discussed. The commit- 
tee resumed Friday its canvass of the 


local job printing houses to secure sig- 
natures to the agreement for the eight- 
hour day. President Jackson of the un- 
ion says that 75 houses have already 
signed, leaving 58 to be heard from. 

The printers seem confident that the 
necessity for a general strike will be 
averted by a settlement on an elght- 
hour day basis. 

They say many of the houses still to 
be seen are in charge of union men, who 
are willing to meet the demands of the 


union. 
212 Men Out. 
The total number of printers now 
out on strike is placed at 212, and the 
number of printing establishments 


from which men have been called out 


is 13. It is said that others@re likely 
to be called out Friday. 

Chairman Skinner of the Executive 
Committee of the local typothetae says, 
however, that his organization has de- 
cided not to recognize the eight-hour 
day. 

It was reported Thursday that four 
of the largest local printing establish- 
ments, which have thus far refused to 
sign the eight-hour agreement, have 
been allowed one or two days’ further 
time to decide if they will sign or fight 
the union. This is denied by President 
Jackson of the union, who says that no 
such privilege will be granted to any 
house. 

Proprietors of the establishments in 
which union men have been called out 
say they have employed nonunion men 
to take the strikers’ places and that 
others would arrive in St. Louis Fri- 
day. One concern announces that it 
will be running as usual by Monday.

St. Louis Has Now Three Shops Where Razor and Scissors Are 
Wielded by Feminine Hands—Union Doesn't 
Admit Them, But They Have Hopes.

T. LOUIS must make a place for 
S the woman barber. Not the wom- 
an assistant, who is one of the 
extras of an ultra-modern shop, but 
the woman barber, who owns her shop 
and manages its affairs, besides doing 

the practical work of a barber. 

There are three such shops in St. 
Leuls now. LAcenses bearing the names 
of the women proprietors hang on the 
Walls of the shops, and there is no lack 
of custom. 

Women are not admitted to the bar- 
bers’ union. The women barbers con- 
sider this unfair, but they keep the 
rules of the unions and hope that the 
number of women in the trade will 
soon be such that the union will in- 
vite them to join. 

Mrs. Mattie Wilson of 1808 Franklin 
avenue is the pioneer woman barber 
of St. Louis. She manages a three- 
chair shop and is making arrangements 
to open another in the same neighbor- 
hood. 

Mrs. Wilson does not make “new 
woman” arguments—she has a little 
granddaughter—but she likes her work, 
knows how to do it well, and considers 
those sufficient reasons for following 
the trade.

He paid me as soon as my brush 
was through. 

“No one seolds me or finds fault. I 
may leave my work when I wish. 

“If I choose to go to another town I 
have but to invest $5 for equipment and 
I can go to work at once. 

“Many women come to me for advice 
about entering the trade. If they are 
good, sensible women and have ability 
for the work, I advise them to try It. 

Talks When Necessary. 

“The age limit bars many. <A young 
woman cannot take the examination 
until she is 19 years old. Before that 
time most of them have decided upon 
their work and da not choose to 
change." 

Some Wigs are given to saying that 
the glibness of women's tongues espe- 
cially qualifies them for barbering. 

Mrs. Wilson has her own views. ‘'! 
taik sometimes, and again I say very 
littie,"’ she says. “I do not talk when 
conversation interferes with my work. 
Business demands that should be 
ready to talk and listen the right

Not Nervous With Razor. 
“A man can pass the examination 


easily,’ said one, “but a woman's ex- 
amination lasts five hours. A subject is 
brought in, and one must give him a 
hair cut, a shave, a shampoo—every- 
thing that is included in the barber's 
trade. When the candidate has finished 
her work, the subject is taken to tne 
other room, and every hair of his head 
is examined and compared to see if the 
work has been done well.”’ 

Which may explain the popularity of 
women barbers. 

The shops managed by women which 
I have visited were marked by neatness, 
flowers and goldfish. 

The women barbers wore white shirt- 
waists and white aprons. Two had flow- 
ers in their hair. The arrangement of 
the coiffure of one was a remarkable 
example of hair architecture—probably 
the pastime of her fellow workwoman. 

‘rhe women barbers showed no signs 
of nervousness and handled razors as 
if they were too well-known to be dan- 
gerous. They worked with short, stiff 
hair as if it were silk floss. They 
shaved necks with the grace of a 
stitcher of Battenberg.

A decision by John W. Yerkes, Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue at Wash- 
ington, imposes upon patent medicines 
composed largely of distilled liquors the 
Same tax that is paid on retailed liquor. 
This reverses a ruling made four years 


ago and necessitates the taking out of 
rectifying and liquor-dealing licenses by 
the manufacturers of such medicines, 
It requires that druggists and others 
handling such medicines must pay the 
usual retail liquor dealers’ licenses, 

The ruling goes into effect Dec. 1, 
but notices of the change will be sent 
out at once.

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AMAZING BANK EXAMINATIONS. 


The astonishing statements made by Mr. Bunce 
on the witness stand at Clinton last Wednesday con- 
stitute one more strong admonition that Missouri's 
processes of bank examination be radically improved. 
Mr. Bunce is a young man who, with some experi- 
ence behind a bank counter, was made a bank ex- 
aminer. He was assigned to duty in a territory 
comprehending, approximately, one-fourth of the 
banks of the State. 

His testimony embodied a damaging arraignment 
of the system of bank examination prevailing in the 
Secretary of State’s office, Under this system a 
bank might be examined each month or each year. 
Certain banks might not be examined at all in any 
one year and one bank was not examined for a 
period of more than two years. This fong extended 
fnifitunity was not considered by his department a 
matter of official dereliction. The method of ex- 
amining a bank was not less amazing than the 
variable periods of bank examination. 

Unfortunately, the one bank to which was ex- 
tended a two years’ indulgence bappened to be in a 
hopelessly insolvent condition. During the first 
year, it had sustained a staggering financial loss, 
followed by a run. When Mr. Bunce did finally ex- 
amine it, the book examination was confined to 
the records of one day—the last day of the month 
which had just ended. His examination of the ledg- 
er consisted in taking footings or balances which 
he found at the end of each account, entering them 
on an adding machine and accepting the results as 
safely indicative of the real facts. Where corre- 
spondent banks were concerned, he made compari- 
sons with recent reports from said banks. If 
the footings were false, if the balances were 
entered, without regard to the fig- 
ures which they pretended to represent, he 
would not, under this system, discover the 
fact, he said, except by accident. If, as in this case, 
the items just above the totals showed the bank to 
owe overdrafts equal to four times the amount of 
the bank’s capital, he would not necessarily discov- 
er it, because he only took the footings and bal- 
ances as he found them. [f, as in this case, a county

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RACE QUARRELS EVERYWHERE 

The disorder in the Baku provinces is now aftrib- 
uted to race hatred. 

The reconciliation of races living together in the 
same territory appears to be the problem which 
will most trouble the statesmanship of the future. 

We have one such question at home and another 
in our colonial possessions or plantations, to use an 
old-time term. England has a race question full 
of menace in India, where 100,000 Englishmen 
govern 200,000,000 people of an alien race. She has 
another in South Africa, where political thought is 
more and more occupied with the dissensions among 
whites, blacks and yellow men. 

The massacres of Kishineff and among the Baku 
Tartars and Armenians are only examples of race 
hatred everywhere active in Russia. In milder 
form, but yet with occasional fierce outbreaks, the 
race jealousies of Austria-Hungary keep the dual 
monarchy in a state of perpetual unrest. Ger- 
mans, Bohemians, Hungarians and a dozen others. 
form the parties, which, in Vienna, divide along 
race lines and not on political principle or pro- 
gram. , 

The problem is not easy to solve, as we have 
learned. But it ought to be clear from our experi- 
ence that it cannot be solved by force of arms, un- 
less extinction of all but the strongest is the only 
solution possible.

DIVORCE IN BURMAH.

f HE sky is dark blue. The sun’s 
T rays are scorching; but the sea 

breeze which has arisen re- 
freshes the atmosphere saturated with 
the perfume of the orange trees ter- 
raced in rows on the hills of Mustapha- 
Superieur.

ROGERS REPEATS 


——— 


Threatens to Kill Arkansas 
Governor if He Attacks 
Character. 


FORREST CITY, Ark., Sept. 15.—Gov. 
Davis and Attorney-General Rogers, be- 
tween whom there has been bad blood 
for some time, came together here to- 
day. 

But no gore was spilled and there 
were no threats of instant death, kill- 
ing on sight, such as. there recently 


were at Higginson, when the Attorney- 
General made threats. 

Rogers did, however, repeat the 
threat that if Davis repeated a certain 
story from the stump he would kill 
him. Davis did not repeat the story 
when he spoke. 

The debate was, however, sharp and 
at times ‘bordered on the acrimonious. 

Gov. Davis addressed the audience 
primarily on the subject of his can- 
didacy for United States Senator, cov- 
ering pretty much the same ground in 
that connection he had traversed in his 
previous speeches. The greater part of 
the Governor's speech was devoted to 
the candidacy of Mr. Rogers for Gov- 
ernor and that official’s record as At- 
torney-General. 

Gov. Davis dwelt at length on the 
trust question and declared that Attor- 
ney-General Rogers’ construction of the 
insurance clauses rendered it absolute- 
ly foolish and of no effect if his sview 
be upheld by the courts. He quoted 
from one of the Attorney-General’s 
opinions to the effect that under the 
anti-trust law a domestic insurance 
company can reinsure its Arkansas risks 
in foreign companies. This opinion, he 
said, was worth $60,000 to the insurance 
combine. 

In replying to Davis’ speech Attorney- 
General Rogers said the statement had 
been made that he had threatened the 
Governor's life. In this connection the 
Attorney-General said he had heard it 
whispered around that the Governor 
was going to assai] his private charac- 
ter from the stump by repeating a scur- 
rilous story that-had been told upon him 
about ten years ago. Mr. Rogers said 
that he knew if this story reached his 
mother’s ears it would kill her. ‘And 
I did say,’ said: the Attorney-General, 
“that if this individual (referring to the 
Governor), repeated that story from a 
single stump in Arkansas, I would kill

Russian and Japanese Generals 
Establish Truce With Neu- 
tral Zone'in Manchuria. 


GUNSHU PASS, Manchuria, Thurs- 
day, Sept. 15.—Owing to the variance 
between Russian and Japanese time and 
also the fact that the exact spot for the 
meeting of the Rugsian and Japanese 
representatives had not been defined 
Major-General Ovanovsky, representing 
Gen. Linievitch, was the last to arrive 
yesterday morning at the place for the 
armistice conference. 

Gen. Fukushima, representing Field 
Marshal Oyama, with Col. Tanaka and 
Capt. Tanaka, two professors of inter- 
national law, Ariga and Soyzi, and a 
guard of 50 men had already arrived un- 
der a flag of truce. 

After nine consecutive hours of nego- 
tiations the armistice was signed at 7 

.m. It takes effect Sept. 16, agrees to 
the abolition of all hostile or inimical 
acts, and establishes a neutral zone of 
four kilometers wide between the two 
armies, of which Shahotzu on the rail- 
way is the center. Maps showing the 
zoné are to be exchanged. 

Only civilians will be allowed within 
the territory and communication be- 
tween the two armies is to be only by 
the Shahotzu road. ete naval en- 
voys are to meet near Viadivostok with 
one ship for each nation to confer and 
establish an armistice and a neutral 
zone at sea. 

An armistice on the borders of Ko- 
rea is to be arranged by separate ne- 
gotiations between the local command- 
ers and on terms similar to those agreed 
upon in Manchuria.

TOO MANY DEATHS FOR 
IMMEDIATE BURIAL.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 15.—Con- 
ditions at Leeville, La., % miles from 
here, were appalling a few days ago. 
Yellow fever has been raging there for 
three weeks, during which time scores 
have died, including some of the leading 
busness men. The full. horror of tase 
Siuaton was reached today. 

The progress of ihe fever at Leeville 
was so terrific that persons died tov 
fast for the authorities to bury them 
promptiy. Whole families were wipea 
out by the disease and for several days 
the people were without food or medi- 
cine. The famine was broken. omy 
when a physician went there and ‘sup- 
piles were sent from here and adiacent 
places. The supply of coffins was also 
exhausted and some of the dead wire 
buried without -caskets. Lumber in- 
tended for the erection of bui.dings 
was used to make coffins and the lum- 
ber was soon consumed. 

The official fever record in New Or- 
leans up to 6 p. m. Thursday is: New 
eases, 49: deaths, 6 Total cases to 
date, 2462. Total to date, 329. 
New foci, 15. 

While suffering from a violent attack 
of yellow fever Antonio Congella, an 
Italian peddler, shot himself throvgh 
the brain. He was 28 years old and ie- 
sided in the heart of the infected dis- 
trict where scores of Italians have 
died from the fever. Congella became 
ill five days ago. Like others of his 
nationality, he had a fearful terror of 
its: consequences. 

He advised his family against report- 
ing his case_to the Marine Hospital for 
fear he would be removed to the emer- 
gency hospital.’ He had a high fever 
and when his_ wife left his bedside to 
get medicine for him he crept out of 
bed and secured his revolver.

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 16.-—Five men 
confined in the County Jail here suc- 
ceeded in obtaining their liberty early 
today by drilling out the bolts and 
breaking one of the bars of the steel 
lattice work enclosing their cells on 
the second floor’ of the jail. 

All of the prisoners except Harry De 


Lacey, who a few days ago was sen- 
tenced to two years itn the penitentiary 
on the charge of swindling, were serv- 
ing sentences on minor charges. De 
Lacey was arrested in Council Bluffs 
two months ago while on his wedding 
trip, and it is said he is of prominent 
family. 

Since their escape from the Jail no 
word has been heard of them.
